The request for reconsideration has been considered, but it does not place the application in 
condition for allowance, for the same reasons set forth in the final Office Action. 

Applicants present the following arguments with respect to the independent claims: 

1 . Sharma is non-analogous to the disclosure of the other references relied upon, and 
therefore, one skilled in the art would not look to Sharma for information relevant to the 
disclosure of the other references. 

In response to applicant's argument that Sharma (who is concerned with providing a gas 
curtain to a furnace) is nonanalogous art to Wagener et al. (who is concerned with providing a 
gas curtain in a semiconductor processing chamber) and Gamble et al. (who is concerned with 
providing an inert atmosphere in an apparatus for chemical synthesis), it has been held that a 
prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order 
to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 
F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Sharma and Wagener utilize gas 
curtains in different applications; however, both Sharma and Wagener are concerned with the 
same problem of providing an evenly distributed flow of gas in the form of a gas curtain. In 
addition, although Sharma and Gamble relate to the provision of gas flow for differing 
applications, both Sharma and Gamble are concerned with the same problem of providing an 
evenly distributed flow of inert gas to their respective chambers. 

2. A prima facie case of obviousness has not been made with regard to the claim limitation 
that is directed to a chamber comprising a gas outlet in a wall thereof that is perpendicular to the 
gas inlets. Absent the teaching of Applicant, there is no reason for one skilled in the art, in view 
of general knowledge or the specific disclosures of the references, to choose the orientation as 
presently claimed from the numerous orientations of the nozzle disclosed in Narayanswami. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Obviousness can only be established by combining 
or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
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teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 
5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In the instant case, the Examiner maintains that the "shifting of the location of parts" is 
knowledge generally available to those skilled in the art. This knowledge is further evidenced by 
Wagener, who teaches that the diffuser location may be shifted, depending on a particular 
application (see column 6, lines 34-36). Narayanswami was then relied upon to illustrate that it 
is known in the art to shift the location of the gas outlet to the wall perpendicular to the gas flow 
device (as shown in FIGs. 3 and 4). 

Furthermore, in response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any 
judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight 
reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of 
ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge 
gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re 
McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).
